Head Bitten Off and Body 
Torn to Pieces. 


SCENE OF HORROR AT 
A COUNTRY CIRCUS. 


BIGNOR LEONI HAD PLACED HIS 
HEAD IN THE MOUTH OF ONE 
OF THE ANIMALS. 


THE BEAST WAS ANGRY 
AND CLOSED HIS JAWS. 


In a Moment Both Brutes Were Tear- 
ing the Dead Man’s Body to 
Pieces With Claws 
and Fongs. 


NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 3.—Signor Wbeonl, 
lion-tamer in Spark's circus, met death in 
a horrible manner at Franklin, in this 
State, Saturday. 

His head wae bitten off by the animal he 
had long considered a pet. His body was 
then torn to pleces and partially devoured 
by the lion and his mate. 

The awful end of the man was witnessed 
by severa) hundred persons, many of them 
women, who fainted. The men were help- 
less before the sudden and murderous an- 
ger of the beasts. 

Sparks’ circus i¢ a small one-ring affair, 
with a limited number of wild anima’. 
Among the latter were an enormous Nu- 
bian lion and hie mate. This species of the 
king of beasts is regarded as very fierce 
and uhtamable, but in this case Signor 
Leoni, the tamer, thought he had them 
completely under subjection. His methads 
were based on kindness, and as he had be- 
gun their education when they were young, 
he thought he could depend upon them in 
any emergency. 

The innate treachery and thirst for blood, 
developed only when he departed from the 
regular programme which they had been 
taukht. 

It was at the evening performance. The 
big tent was filled to ove: flowing, the com- 
Mma of a circus being to Franklin what ft [s 
to all small towns. 

Well nigh the entire town had turned oul 
to enjoy the acrobatics, trick-riding and 
animal show. Especially interested was 
the crowd in the performance of Signor 
“Leoni, the lion-tamer, curiosity was height- 
ened By the mystirious announcement of 
the ringmaster that Signor Leon! would 
give his first exhibition of a new trick with 
the lions, one never before attempted with 
the Nubian jlion and vi ry dangerous. 

Excitement, therefore, ran to fever heat 
when the cage containing the lions was 
drawn into the ring, followed by Signor 
Leoni, the hero of the evening. He tripped 
along in gorgeous pink tights, the effect of 
which was heightened by his magnificent 
proportions and the grace of his bearing 
and carriage. He answered the tumultuous 
cheers of the crowd with graceful bows and 
emiles. His handsome face shone with 
pleasure at the reception accorded him and 
there was no trace o®fear or even nervous- 
ness on his countenance or in his manner, 

A hush fell upon the assemblage when, 
after many bowings and smiles Signor 
Leoni opened the door of the cage and 
eprang inside. In hia hand was a slender 
wand, with which he gently tapped the big 
lion, Nero, and his mate, which had been 


Sperepese tely named Poppaea. Both roared 
obediently and the crowd cheered. Then 
the tamer and h's obedient animals went 
through the reguler programme of tricks. 
The lions jumped over the wand, lay down 
and allowed the tamer to sit on them, 
pretended to be dead, and generally dis- 
ported themselves aa well-tamed lions do. 

There was no premonitory align of the 
awful tragedy that was coming. 

The ring-master, standing beside 
cage. raised his hands for attention. 

‘Ladies and gentlemen, Bignor Leoni will 
now perform a wonderful and ‘seemingly 
dangerous feat. He will put his head into 
the mouth of Nero, the great Nubian lion.

ed over the audience. ; ) 

“Do not be frightened. The trick is per- 
Jectly safe, owing to the training of the 
ahimals.”’ . 

The crowd applauded and Signor Leoni, 
inside the cage, bowed and smiled. 

Grasping Nero's jaw, he gently forced the 
cavernous mouth open. When it was 
pread to ita utmost he hastily thrust his 

ead between the gleaming rows of long 
teeth. 

The crowd held its breath. Nobody de- 
tected a @light movement of the jaws to- 
g@ether—nobody except the tamer, He 
writhed, knowing his fate, and the crowd 
saw by his struggles that something was 
wrong. Ite fears were confirmed. With a 
horrible crushing, cracking sound the big 
teeth closed toward each other. A moment 
the man struggied and then hung limp. 
The next moment with a roar, Nero 
dropped the shapeless mass that had been 
a human head. 

The body had hardly touched the floor 
of the cage than Pappaea, with a growl 
of satisfaction sprang upon 
rending it to pieces. 

The crowd had sat horror-stricken vuatll 
now. The tearing of the flesh awakened 
it, and a ecene of the wildest confusion 
followed. Women fainted and men ran 
about as though demented, not knowing 
what to do. The attaches of the circus

“It is our intention to make the Broad- 
way squad a model,” said 
EtG RB. “We MUb select only men at least 
six feet ta “of fine physical appear- 
ance. They will bé selected from the entire 
force and when we get 
finer body of men it will be difficult to find 
anawhere. 

“To distinguish the members of the squad 
from the rest of the force. and because of 
the fact that they are thrown in contact 
almost continually with ladies. we have 
decided that they shall wear white eloves. 
The Broadway squad in New York does this 
certainly looks well. 

“Chief Campbell®and I spent a week in- 
specting the police department in New 
ork. We gaw much that was interesting. 
but right-.at pregent the reorganization of 
ep Broadway sqhad is all we will under- 
ake. 

‘“T learned this. that St. Louis has a 
smaller policé force for its size than anv 
other city in the United States: that 
poorer paid and works longer hours than 
any other police force in the country. 

‘“‘Heads of departments Mm police circles in 
the East, when they heard how many men 
we employed, were surprised and said that 
with so small a force they did not see 
how the city could be properly patrolled.

SAYS FILIPINOS ARE 
NOT HARD TO GOVERN. 


ALL FOREIGNERS AT MANILA 
ARE IN FAVOR OF ANNEXA- 
TION OF TEE ISLANDS. 


PAYS A HIGH TRIBUTE 
TO ADMIRAL DEWEY. 


The American Peace Commissioners 
Will Be Received by President 
Faure at 5 O’Clock Tues- 
day Afternoon. 


PARIS, Oct. 3.—Major-General Merritt, 
who commanded the Américan troops at 
Manila arrived to-day from Marseilles. He 
repaired to the Grand Hotel de l’Athenee 
and declined to be interviewed as he was 
suffering from fatigue. The General did 
not see the United States Peace Commis- 
sioners before the opening.of the joint ses- 
sion to-day. 

The American Commissioners held a ses- 
sion this morning at their own offices, 
preparatory to the second meeting with the 
Spanish Commissioners, which began at the 
commission rooms in the foreign office im- 
mediately after their assembling there at 
2 o’clock this afternoon 
The plan of work directed to be prepared 
by the secretaries has not been perfected, 
ag the Secretary of the Spanish Commission 
did not arrive here until to-day. 

The American Commissioners will be re- 
ceived by President Faure at 5 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 

At Marseilles Gen. Merritt was inter- 
viewed and paid a high complment to 
Dewey as a fighter and diplomat. Among 
other things the General said: 

“The Filipinos are not difficult to govern. 
In spite of misgovernment they are quite 
tractable. They have been grossly mis- 
writers. All foreigners, 
Spaniards, Americans, Portuguese,- English 
and Germans favor the annexation of the 
archipelago by the United States. Joint 


| government is impossible and would be like 
trying to make a union of light with dark- 


ness, 

“I don’t anticipate any serious difficulty 
there with the insurg¢ent leaders. The meas- 
ures taken by our government at the re- 
quest of Admiral Dewey and myself are 


|}ample, I believe, to insure tranquility.” 


Concerning Agulinaldo, the General siid: 

“Agulinaldo isa man about whom opinions 
in the Philippines differ. Some think him 
he is 
intractable personally, but is amenable to 
some extent to advisers, whose counsels 
are ip the main wise. He seemed to me to 
be getting on fairly well. You must remem- 
ber that he suddenly finds himself, afeqr 
many years of forlorn struggle, in a posi- 
tion of urexpected influence, and has natu- 
rally become inflated with a sense of his 
own importance. He may be difficult to 
deal with until his advisers use their influ- 
ence discreetly. 

“The people want prace. They are tired 
of disturbances. They desire to set to work 
to develop the undoubtedly great resources 
of the islands.”’ 

Gen. Merritt brings with him Admiral 
Dewey’s report. With him are Maj. Stroth- 
er, aide-de-camp; Maj.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—Isaac Schlesinger. his 
wife and two children were held prisoners 
14 hours at their home in West Taylor 
street by a crowd of 200 boys. During most 
of this time the family were compelled to 
&0 without food, as their larder was empty. 
Fearing that an attack would be made upon 
them Schlesinger barricaded the doors of 
his home and waited. for night to fall, be- 
lieving that then the enraged crowd would 
disperse. It Was not until 11 o'clock at 
night that the family could get out and 
inform the police. 

The trouble started when Schlesinger 
Was chased by a crowd of youngsters near 
his home. While running one of the boys 
fell and hurt himself. 

Limping on one leg and cryin 
the boy aroused the sympathy of his com- 
panions, and they vowed summary ven- 
Reance against Schiesinger. The man was 
chased into his house and an attempt was 
made to enter it, but Schlesinger locked 
the door. 

A number of the boye went into the side 
streets and called for help. The crowd was 
augmented to 0, and they surrounded the 
home of Schlesinger. Threats were made 
by the crowd on the outside and they de- 
manded that Schlesinger come out. Brick- 
bats and other missles were held in the 
hands of the infuriated boys. Occasionally 
one would throw a stone through Schies- 
inger’s windows, but this damage to his 
home did not bring him out. After waiting 
10 hours a_number of boys suggested that 
they break into the house and drag Schles- 
inger into the street. A number of them 
tried to kick in the front door and Schiles- 
inger barricaded it. 

The mob of youngsters hung on with de- 
termination, but hunger, which had al- 
ready begun to pinch the imprisoned fam- 
ily, finally drove the besiegers away, and 
the Schlesingers hurried to a police sta- 
tion. Officers mounted guard over the prem- 
ises, but the boys failed to return.

STORM DAMAGE LARGE 


SAVANNAH AND VICINITY VIS- 
ITED BY A HURRICANE FROM 
THE WEST INDIES. 


RICE GROWERS ~OSE $25u,000. 


Several Vessels Driven Into Marshes 
and the Loss ir. the Shipping 
Will Be Heavy. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 3.—For elghteen 
hours, from 3 o'clock yesterday morning 
until 6 o’clock last night, Savannah was 
torn by a West Indian cyclone. During 
that time the wind blew steadily from WO 
to 70 miles an hour. While the city es- 
caped with comparatively little damage, 
the loss of property among the sea islands 
of the Georgia and South Carolina coasts 
is believed to be heavy. 

Only one fatality has so_far been reported 
—the drowning of a negro while attempting 


to reach the mainland from a small island 
near Thunderbolt—but heavy loss of life is 
feared on the South Carolina sea islands, 
whére such fearful loss of life occurred 
during the great tidal storm of 1893, 

For eight miles north of Savannah the 
entire country is a lake, with only the hil- 
locks visible. At noon the water was eight 
feet above the ‘highest tide. Driven on 
shore by the northeast storm, it filled up 
on the islands, swept over banks and 
da@s, carrying away the remnant of the 
rice crop that was left by the August 
storm. and had not been gathered, and 
wiping out the farm crops. The loss to 
rice growers alone will be from $0,000 
to $75,000, 

Of the entiré rice crop along the Savan- 
nah River, valued at $250,000, all but about 
1 per cent was lost in this and the pre- 
ceeding storm.
